' William N. Goodwin of Seattle. 

It was on May 19 that Judge 

• Goodwin sentenced her to jail 
‘ until she answered or until the 
^ grand jury was dismissed. He 
' set bond at $100,000. Miss 
■ Bacon stayed in jtdl until June 


16, when the Court of Appeals 
here said that she should be 
released in the custody of her 
attorneys. 

In the early stues of her 
questioning by Mr. Goodwin be- 
fore the Seattle grand jury, 
Miss Bacon ViFas asked about 
the part she had allegedly 
played in an aborted attempt 
to firebomb a bank in New 
York. 

State authorities had de- 
clined to press charges against 
her, while six others tVere in- 
dicted and five sent to prison. 
Miss Bacon answered questions 
about the firebomb, plot in New 
York when she was before the 
Federal grand jury in Seattle. 
She said that she had with- 
drawn frbm the plan before it 
had been undertaken by the 
others, ; 

Later, when she refused to 
cooperate with Federal prose- 
cutors, she was aocused in New 
York Federal court of con- 
spiring with six Other persons 
to firebomb the bank. Her an- 
swers to the Seattle grand jury 
were part of the bas^ of the 
charge. 

She was arraigned' on June 
29 In New York, but no trial 
date was set. She continued to 
be free on b<)nd. The six named 
as conspirators in the Fedend . 
charge, but not accused with j 
Miks Iteeon, were the six in- f 
dieted by New Ybrfc author!# 
ties. M
